But to come to 
freſh Inſtances, in which Great Britain it ſelf hath not been uncon- 
cerned, What Right, by the contrary Rule, could the Duke of Savoy 
have to the Kingdom of S:cily, or the Elector of Bavaria ro that of 
Sardinia? Can Great Britain help to advance Men to other Thrones, 
and have no Power in limitting its own ? Has not Lewis the XTVrh 
given us freſh Inſtances of ſuch Innovations in his own Family? Or 
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can Men think he is not in Earneſt, in excluding his Grandſon the 


King of Spain, and his Deſcendants, from the Crown of France; 
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and the Dauphin and Duke of Berry, and their Deſcendants, from rhe 
Crown of Spain? And if ſuch Sacred Things as Kingdoms them- 
lelves may be thus diſpoſed of out of the Right Line, nor by any Re- 
fignarion that can in any equitable Senſe be called voluntary, but ap- 
parently for meer Reaſons of State and Ambition, certainly the Eng- 
liſh and Sci h, for Preſervation of Religicn, Liberty and Property, 


the Eſſential Benefits of Life, might with more Juſtice ſettle their 


Crown in the Proteſtant Line in the manner they have done, exclud- 
ing all the nearer Princes of the Blood that are Papiſts. | | 
When J reflect on theſe many ſolemn ſtrong Barriers of Laws and 
Oaths, of Policy and Religion, of Penalties without, and Conſci- 
ence within, methinks all Fear vaniſherh before them. _ | 
All the World knows with what Franknels the Dq have been 
treated ro deliver up Tracrbach to the Imrerialiite, as an expedient 
for the French to beſiege ir; becauſe, forſooth, it lay convenient for 
their Incurſions upon the Empire. This extravagant Demand muſt 
give a melancholy Proipect ro other Nations. | 
But to bring theſe ſeveral Facts and Circumſtances home, we muſt 
Obſerve, that the Perſon who ſeems to be the moſt favoured by the 
French King in the late Treaties is the Duke of Sun, who is made 
King of Sicih; and confidering alſo the enlargement cf his Territo- 
ries on the Continent. by Ceilion from the Emperor, is become the 
moſt powerful Prince in aH. This Prince put in his Claim to the 


Crown of England, in the Right of his Wife, a Daughter. of the late 


Dutcheſs of Orleans, Siſter ro our late King Charles the Second, at 
the time of ſettling rhe Crown of England on the Houſe of Hanover. 
This Prince, a Man of as great Addreſs and Capacity as any now: 
living, 1s ſuppoſed to have entred into a Secret and Strict Alliance 
with the Houte of Bru bon, and may therefore very well add to our 
fear of a Popiſh Succeiſor. | 
ing James, when Duke of Jork, was pre ſerved from the Bill of Ex- 
cluſion, by the Church of England, aud particularly its Biſhops ;
